How we calculate composite rates

Here's an example of a composite rate calculation.  The example shows the composite rate that I bonds issued in 
January 2008 will begin to earn in July 2008.

Composite rate = [Fixed rate + (2 x Inflation rate) + (Fixed rate x Inflation rate)]
